54. A method for the detection of a target nucleic acid 
molecule that encodes a protein comprising a polypeptide having the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 3, 6, or 11 in a sample containing 
nucleic acids, the method comprising the steps of: 

(a) contacting the nucleic acids with the nucleic acid molecule 
of claim S2 [53] under conditions suitable for hybridization, and 

(b) detecting a hybridization product. 
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
